Know very well it will be objected, that there 
is but little Occaſion for giving myſelf the Trou-

were ſo many Gratifications ſuited to their Genius 
and Inclinations. For this I had Altars raifed to my 
Name, Prieſts were habited to officiate, Sacrifices 


were offered, and all imaginable Honours paid me. 


Theſe were glorious Times indeed! and Multitudes 


became my faithful Servants and Followers, who are 


now enjoying the full Rewards of their unalterable 
Attachments to my Intereſts. 


It would be too tedious to relate the prodigious 
Number of my Votaries, the Ardour of their Zeal, 


and the Fervency of their Devotion with which in 


all Ages, and in al} Nations, as well Chriſtian as 


Pagan, have been reverenced and adored. The 


greateſt Heroes have ever made their Conqueſts ſub- 
ſervient to my Intereſts, and the Men of Renown 
rais'd themſelves to the higheſt Pitch of Fame by 
the Acquiſitions which they made to my Kingdom. 
Pleaſures, Riches and Honours are at my Diſpoſal,

Tis true, 
I have a very large Party among its Profeſſors, yet 
even theſe are often ſo terrified with that Bugbear 
Conſcience, which my grand Adverſary has placed 


in their Breaſts, on Purpoſe to frighten them out of 


my Service, that I am often. at my Wits End to 


keep them ſtedfaſt and reſolute in the Courſes! have 


mark'd out for them. 


I beſeech you therefore my precious Souls, to 
pay. no Regard to- this Scarecrow Conſcience : Be- 


lieve me, it will poiſon all your Pleaſures, it will 


curb your Ambition, it will prevent your getting 


Money by the ſureſt Methods, it will obſtruct you 
in the Way to Preferment and Honour, it will be a 
continual Clog upon your Diverſions and Amule- 


ments, and a "conſtant dead Weight upon all your 


Enjoyments. You will always be in Fear, even in 


the Midſt of your Delights, leſt you ſhould be guilty 
of ſome Exceſs; you muft have a perpetual Guard 
over your Words, nay, even your Thoughts, that 


you incur not the Diſpleaſure of Him who aſſumes 
this Authority over you. And is not this a miſerable 
Slavery? He, indeed, aſſures you that his Service is 
perfect Freedeæm; but 1 appeal to your own Senſes, 

whether a Man, who is under a conſtant Reftraine. 


can be truly ſaid to be free? Or whether it is com- 
parable to that unbounded Liberty in which I indulge 
my Pupils? I allow them the Gratification of all their 
Senſes in the fulleſt Extent ; I put no Reſtraint on 
their Appetites ; and am beſt pleas'd when they give 


the fulleſt Swing to their Luſts of every Kind; and 


they may depend upon my Veracity when I aſſure them, 


that when Death takes them from hence, I will ad- 


v ance them to the molt ſplendid Dignities and Ho- 
nours that are at my Diſpoſal, in the internal Regions, 


Which they ſhall certainly enjoy for ever and ever.

Tnbrudi ons ” PARENTS in the Education of 


their Chi laren. 


S on the Education of Children Apts very 
much the Obedience which I am to expect 


from them afterwards ; and as my grand Antagoniſt 


has been careful and circumſpect in his Cautions and 


Advice to Parents on this Head, it behoves me to 
be as vigilant and aſſiduous to preſerve and ſecure 


them firm and ſtedfaſt to my Intereſts, by inſtructing 
them in what Manner to give a Turn and Bias to 
the Minds, Paſſions, and Inclinations of their Chil- 

dren, while they are yet pliable and capable of ay 
Influence. 


But before I begin my Inſtructions to you in 


what Manner I would have you bring up your 
Children, it may not be amiſs to hint to you, that 
it is my Deſire that your Embraces be preceded by 


a Debauch, or at a Time when you have ſome foul 
and infectious Diſtemper upon you, which will be 
a Means of intailing it on your Children; thus their 
Bodies will be, as I would have them, ſickly and 
weak, which gradually will bring them to be of 


an ill-natur'd and fretful Temper. When they are 
Infants, you muſt be careful to wrap them up in 


abundance of Cloaths, for fear of their taking Cold; 


feed them as frequently as poſſible, and with as 


much as you can force into their Mouths, and if 
they throw it up again, you need not mind that, 
but give em more ſtill; for you can't imagine 
what Pleaſure it | gives me, to ſee the little Creature 
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18 
ſo Baded with Victuals within, and Cloaths with- 
out, heave and pant for Breath, and even ſtruggle 


for Life; beſides, by thus over- loading the Stomach 


with a Superfluity of Victuals, it has another happy 
Effect, that 1s, it creates in the Child abundance 
of groſs Humours, which, afterwards, I have fre- 


quent Opportunities of acting upon with admirable. 


Succeſs. lh po 
You need not give yourſelf much Trouble in 


chuſing a proper Perſon to take Care of your Child; 


they are moſt of them under my Directions. Sup- 
poſe the Child, by the Carefulneſs or Villainy of the 


Servant, ſhould get a lame Leg, a ſquinting Eye, 
a Hump back, Ec. Sc. why, it was only a mere 
accidental Thing, and will only ſubject him to the 
Scorn and Contempt of every Body, which, as he 
grows up, will make him moroſe and ill-natur'd, 
and out of Humour with every Body, I once had 
a Wench in my Pay (and I paid her well for her 
Service) who having the Care of a Child, in play- 
ing with it, toſs'd it up and down ſo often, that 


it loſt its Breath and dy'd in her Hands, All 


or any of theſe Methods tend mightily to promote 


my Scheme, and 1 ſhall be very chary of thoſe who 
practiſe them. Perhaps ſome of my Friends and 


Well-wiſhers among you, may be of the ſame 


Opinion with a young ſhallow-pated Demon, who 
peeping over my Shoulders, and ſeeing what I had 
writ above, very officiouſly offer'd his Advice : If 
« my Opinion, ſaid he, could have any Weight 
e with my Prince, I humbly conceive, that your 
« End would be anſwer'd better, if Parents were 
« directed to rear their Children in a Manner that 
« would render their Bodies hale and robuſt, which 


vill make them capable of doing more Miſ- 
“c chief in the World.“ But I knoy better; and 


by long Experience I am aſſured, that a weak, 


di- 
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diftemper'd or miſhapen Body; more eaſily receives 
and cultivates the Seeds of Envy, Hatred, Malice, 


and other favourite Vices which I ſow in the Mind, 


than a Body which is perfectly free from any of 


| theſe Diſorders, I could give many Inſtances to 
prove this Aſſertion. What a deform'd Wretch 


was your Richard III. of England! and how emi- 
nently did he diſtinguiſh himſelf in my Service! 


Perverſeneſs was the diſtinguiſhable Character of 
his Youth, as was Cruelty of his more advanced 


Age. 
Pride, Malice, Hatred and Revenge, are the fa- 


vourite Vices I would have you Parents encourage 


in your Children, for they are uſeful to my Deſigns, 
and are the Bane of Society, and the more they are 


promoted in Infancy, the ſtronger they will be in 
more ripen'd Years. Thus, if the Child happens 
to fall down and hurt itſelf, you muſt be ſure to 
beat the Thing upon or againſt which it fell, till it 
be pacified, nay, you muſt make it give you a Blow 


to beat it; if by any Accident it happens to be 
hurt by a Brother, Siſter, or Play- fellow, let the 
Child beat them till they cry, or feign ſo to do; 


by this Means it will acquire a revengeful Habit, 


and learn to return an Injury Seven fold. It is a 


_ Cuſtom with ſome Mothers and Nurſes, when their 


Children have fallen out with their Play-fellows, 
and had their Revenge on them, of ſaying to them, 

Come, you miſt kiſs aud be Friends. But this Way I 
don't approve, for it teaches them to ſubdue their 


_ Paſſions; which is far from my Intention; and I 


ſhall be much better pleaſed to ſee you encourage 


them to be implacable, by exciting their Reſent- 


ment, againſt every Thing or Perſon from whom 


it ever received any Hurt before. You will obſerve, 


as your Children grow up, their Paſſions wili be 
ſtronger, and they will be continualiy teazing you 


for 


um 
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for almoſt every pretty Thing they ſee; you muſt 


not ſcruple to gratify them in all their Wants; thus 


by letting them have their Will, they will become 


abſolute, and imperious to Servants. Sometimes, it's 


probable, they will deſire Things that are not pro- 


per for them, you need not humour them in it im- 


mediately, but let them cry, rage and rave for a 


while, and at laſt let them have it; thus they will : 
learn to be ſtubborn and 'perverſe, for you may be 


ſure they will always behave in the ſame Manner 
upon the like Occaſions, and will never yield, be- 
cauſe they know if they perſiſt they ſhall be 


Maſters, Nothing delights me more than to ſee 
theſe Humours prevalent in Children, and the 


ſooner they are initiated in them the better; for 
they are excellent Foundations to build other vicious 


Habits upon. : 


When once you have ſuffer'd the dear little 
Rogue to gain a Conqueſt over yoa, his Parents, 


you may depend upon it, he will never ſubmit to 


the Will of any other; in Conſequence of which, 


if any Body about him happens to affront him, he 
throws Knives, Forks, Stones, any Thing that lies 


in his Way to revenge himfelf, This Temper will 


coccaſion abundance of Diſturbance and Confuſion in 


your Family as he grows bigger, and will be the 
Source of much greater Calamities in Towns, Coun- 
tries or Kingdoms, as the future Station of his Life 
may give him Opportunity. It's very likely he may 


want ſomething of you, which is not in your Power 
to grant; in which Caſe you may endeavour to 


pacify him, by promiſing him all the fine Things 


you can think of, as Plum-cake, Ginger-bread, a a 


Hobby-horſe, or any Thing he may fancy; this 
will anſwer my Purpoſe as well as if you gave him 
an abſolute Denial. If you ſhould find it abſolutely 
neceſſary ſometimes to reprove him for doing amils, 
ET” ines (tho? 


5 
(tho' indeed I don't deſire you ſhould) you muſt 


not tell him that if he does this or that he 


ſhall loſe your Favour ; no, no, for that will in- 
timate to him that by obiiging you, and ſtudying to 


gain your Applauſe, ought to be the principal View, 


as well as the Reward, of all he does. You muſt _ 
rather tell him, that it he diſpleaſes you by doing 


What you forbid him, you will take away his new 


Hat, Ribbon, Sc. or that you will give his Brother, 


or Siſter the Plumbs, Tarts, Cheeſe-cakes, Gc. 
which you intended for him. Thus he will gradually 
place his whole Happineſs in fine Cloaths and gra- 


tifying his Appetites. If you would qualify him 


for my Service, and thereby entitle him to the Re- 
wards which I have to give, and will certainly 


beſtow upon every faithful Servant of mine, teach 


him betimes the Arts of Diſſimulation, Equivoca- 


tion, and Lying: for which Purpoſe your own Ex- 
amples will be the beſt Incitement; or you may 
inſtruct the Nurſe or Servant, who has the Care of 


him, to put little cunning Evaſions into his Mouth, 
or pretty Excuſes when he is catch'd in a Fault. 
If you hear him telling any notorious Falſities to his 


Companions, you need only laugh, and ſay to a 
Stander-by, Don't you think my Son is an arch Lad? 


If by Chance he ſhould break a China Cup or Sau- 
cer, and then denies it, you muſt not reprove him 


for the Lie, but whip him ſoundly for the Miſ- 


_ chance, This will effectually eradicate from his 


Mind whatever Reverence and Love he had for 
you, and in its room will ſettle a Dread and Fear of 


vou; it will likewiſe perfect him in the Practice of 
Lying, ſince he don't ſee any Hurt come of it, and 


as it may, ſome other Time, ſave him from the 
Laſh. Let it always be your Rule to beat him in 
your Paſſion; this will paſſeſs him with a ſullen 
Stubborneſs, which I love to fee in Children, and 
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at the ſame Time ſhew him an Example, which 
you need not fear but he will imitate, ver he 
has Occafion in the little Circle of his Acquainrance. 
You need not be very ſolicitous in the Choice of his 
Companions z you need only countenance A vicious 
Turn of Mind in him, and he will ſoon chuſe for Com- 
panions thoſe that are as bad or worſe than himſelf, 
who will contribute their Aſſiſtance, without your 


Help or mine, to ſettle in him the worſt Habits. 


Yet farther : If he learn of his Playfellows naugh- 
ty Words, as they are called, you are not to reprove 


him for it, but rather ſhew your Approbation, by 


ſaying in his Hearing, Is zot mine a brave forwvrd 


Boy of bis Age? When he is diverting himſelf by 


tormenting and killing Birds, Flies, Sc. and pul- 
ling and tearing them Limb from Limb, you may 


laugh at his pretty Actions; nay you may tell 


him, you are pleaſed to ſee he can amuſe himſelf fo 


agreeably, and at the ſame Time ſo innocently, ſince 
every brute Creature upon the Face of the Earth, 


either by its Life or Death, was made for the Uſe 
or 1 of. Mankind. This will inure him to 


Cruelty and Hard-heartedneſs, which he will prac- 


tiſe all his Life afterwards ; the Hardſhips and Se- 
verities, which brute Animals ſuffer from their 
lordly. Maſters, will give him no Pain and Concern, 
and by this Means he habituates himſelf to treat un- 
mercifully all of them that are in his Power ; nor 
will his Pity or Compaſſion be the leaſt moved at 
the moſt afflicting Scenes which are but too fre- 


quently ſeen among the human Species. J have no 


Patience when I ſee the Practice of ſome Parents, 
who, in order to inſinuate into their Children a 
merciful Diſpoſition, make uſe of their Hands to 
beſtow their Charity on the Poor, either at the 
Decor, or privately in the Neighbourhood, by ſend- 
ing ther Benefactions by them, But from you 


| expect 
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goa a different Behaviour, When poor Crea- 

tures are begging at your Door, ſend your Son to 
abuſe and hunt them away, and to tell them that if 

they don't go that Inſtant, they will be forced with 

a Horſe-whip at their Backs ; you may tell them too 

that thoſe Wretches are the Kanon. of the Earth, 

who live only by devouring the Fruits of Induſtry, 
and eating the Bread of honeſt People. Pride may 

be inſtill'd into him, by making Compariſons be- 

twixt him and others, as, how much finer he is than 

Mr. Such-a-one*s Son; thus he will gradually learn 
to deſpiſe all Youths who are not ſo well dreſs'd as 

himſelf; you may likewiſe promiſe him, if he will 

ſtand quietly to be comb'd, waſh'd or dreſs'd, or 
the like, you will give him a lac'd Hat, a fine 

Waiſtcoat, Ge. 

I now ſuppoſe your Son of YR to be ſent to 
School; in your Directions to the Maſter how to be- 
have to him, you muſt charge him to uſe the Boy 

very gently : that tho' he ſhould not learn his Leſ- 

ſon he muſe not be corrected; by which Means he 
will acquire fuch a Habit of Idleneſs and Indolence, 
that he will never afterwards apply himſelf in Ear- 
neſt to any laudable Exerciſe, However, it's very 
probable Complaints will be made to you of his Per- 
verſeneſs, Ill- nature and Quarrels among his School- 
fellows, that he plays the Truant, and is guilty of 
many other Irregularities z no deubt it will be ex- 
peed you ſhould reprove him for it, which you 
may do, tho' very mildly, and ſo he will think there 
is not much Harm in what he has done, In fine; 
let this be your conſtant Rule thro* the whole Courſe 
of his Education, never to give him the leaſt Check 
in the Purſuit of his Pleafures of every Kind, nor 

reſtrain him in the Gratification of all his Appetites, 


however prejudicial to his Health, or the Peace of 
your Family. 


How- 
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However, if notwithſtanding all this, and con- 


ttary to my Deſire, the Boy diſcovers an amiable 
Diſpoſition, a happy Genius, and an Inclination to 
oblige you and improve his Mind, you muſt do all 
in your Power to pervert theſe good Qualities. To 
this End you muſt ſend him to a School, where he 
will paſs three or four Years in learning the firſt Ru- 


diments of the Latin Tongue, which if it ſhould not 
ſuit with the ſprightly Turn of his Genius, will give 
him ſuch a Diſtaſte, that, when the tedious School- 


time is over, he will immediately take to any Diver- 


ſion, or join any of his School-fellows in the moſt 


| miſchievous Exploits. Pitch upon a Maſter for him 


who will uſe him with the moſt tyrannical Severity ; 


this will be a certain Way to break his Spirits, ſour 


his Temper, and give him a Diſguſt for Learning in 
general. Be cautious of ſending him to thoſe Nur- 


| ſeries of Youth where his Genius will be conſulted, 
and where he will be taught the Liberal Sciences by. 


the moſt gentle and eaſy Methods, and be inſtructed 


in the Rudiments of Hiftory, Geography, Philo- 
ſophy, Aſtronomy, Navigation, &c, Sc. which no 


5 — he would learn with Pleaſure, as ſuch Kind of 


Studies are generally agreeable to Youth; and he 


would be ready to employ all his leiſure Hours in 


getting a farther Inſight into them, which is far from 


my Intention, for I had much rather he would keep 
Company with thoſe who would teach him bad 
Words and wicked Courſes, Nothing vexes me 


more than when I ſee Youths ſent to ſuch Schools 


where they learn Piety towards God, and Benevolence 


to all Mankind; where their Morals are daily and care- 
fully inſpected, and their Conduct govern'd by ſuch 


Rules and Directions as will procure them the Eſteem 
of good Men; where they are made acquainted with 


Mankind, and Cautions given them to avoid the E- 


vils and Errors which others have fallen into; where 
they 
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they learn, both from Precept and Example, a gen- 
tee] Deportment, an agreeable Addreſs, Freedom of 
* Thought, and an Elegance both in Dreſs and Beha- 
' viour ; where they are inſtrufted, that PRUDeEnce 
is the great Procurer of Happineſs in this Life, and 
that ViRTvE will be their ſure and infallible Guide 
to Happineſs hereafter ; in ſhort, where they will be 
perfectly qualified to ſupport the Character of a 
Fine GENTLEMAN, in whatever Station of Life 
they may happen to fill, A Character, of all others, 

I the moſt abhor, as it ſo nearly imitates that of the 
Angelic Order, : N 
I ſhall now addreſs myſelf to thoſe Parents who 


make ado about what they call Religion; moſt of 


whom, have, indeed, the Form of Godlineſs, but, 
to my great Pleaſure, are Strangers to its real Na- 
ture, and deſire not to be acquainted with the Pow- 
er thereof. — I will allow you to make your Child 
ſay his Prayers, Night and Moaning, as ſoon as he 
can ſpeak, nay, before he can utter his Words 
plainly, or can poſſibly have any rational Notions of 
what he is about. — But take this along with you, 
that my Meaning 1s not that you ſhould learn him 
to pray, according to the true Import of the Word, 
vhich is, to bleſs bis Maker and gracious Benefattor 
for all the Mercies be enjoys, humbly petitioning him to 
upply all his Wants, with a perfect Reſignation to his 
good Pleaſure: This is far from my Intention it 
will be ſufficient if you. teach him only to huddle = 
over a ſet Form of Words as faſt as he can; thus 
you may fatisfy yourſelves that you have done your 
Duty by him, and will induce him to think as he 
grows up, either that there is very little or nothing 
in Religion, or that only performing the Ceremo- 
nies of it, and an outſide Shew and Profeſſion is all 
that is required of him : This is the ready Way to 
make him a mere Formaliſt and a zealous Hypocrite, 


and

and 1 ſhall have but little Trouble to ſecure him iti 
my Clutches afterwards. As he grows up, I adviſe 
you to make him learn long Chapters, Pſalms, and 
Stories out of the Bible by Heart; no Matter whe- 
ther he has a Memory or not; do you ſet him the 
Taſk, and if he does not perform it in the Time you 
. appoint him, correct him ſeverely for his Idleneſs, 
or at leaſt abuſe him with ill Words, and call him 
ſtupid Blockhead, a dull Aſs, and the like; this will 
give him ſuch a Diſtaſte to the Bible, that he will 
hate it heartily ever afterwards. Of a Sunday, I ſhall 
like it very well if you make him read, or read your- 
ſelf, ſome old, dull, heavy, religious Book, for an 
Hour or two at a Time, till he is quite tired and be- 
Sins to yawn; you will ſee how rejoic'd he will be 
when it is over, and how impatient to get among his 
Playfellows. In your Reading, make uſe of a peculiar 
whining Tone, different from that in common Con- 
verſation, or in Reading other Books, fo he will 
think that a great deal of Religion lies in that Tone. 
It would contribute not a little to my Deſign, if the 
Parſon you carry him to hear of a Sunday, had like- 
wiſe the ſame Tone in his Prayers and Preaching z 
this will make ſuch an Impreſſion on his Spirits, 
that he will think himſelf wonderfully devout, 
whereas, in Truth, it is quite otherwiſe, But laſt- 
ly, and as a Thing which I ſhall principally recom- 
mend to your Care, is, that you ſet him an Exam 
ple of Hypocriſy, by letting him ſee, that whatever 
Regard you profeſs for Religion, it has no Manner 
of Influence on your Life and Converſation ; that it 
does not at all make you more conformable to the 
Will of God, a better Maſter in your Family, more 
charitable to your Neighbours, or a more uſeful Mem- 
ber of Society, than others. You may aſſure your- 
felf I ſhall be always ready to give you all the Aſſiſt- 
ance in my Power, and that my Advice and Counſel 
Cn ſhall 
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ſhall never be wanting in the Furtherance of a De- 


ſign, the Succeſs of which I have ſo much at Heart. 
You may obſerve, that in the Courſe of theſe Di- 


rections, I have ſuppoſed your Child to be a Son; 


they need but little Variation, if apply'd to a Daugh- | 
ter. Tis true, I can't expect a great deal of Ser- 


vice from their Activity, ſo long as they are of a 


tender Age; yet if their Minds are properly cultiva- 


ted, they may prove very ſerviceable in propagating 


my Intereſts. Let Envy, Pride and Vanity (Vices 
to which the Fair Sex in general are ſubject) be ear- 


ly implanted in your Daughter's Mind. Then, as 
to the Management of her Body, in order to give 
her a genteel and fine Shape, you muſt give Direc- 


tions to have her Stays narrow and to be lac'd on 
tight, which will pinch in her Waiſt; this will con- 
tribute greatly to ſpoil her Complection, taint her 
Breath, raiſe her Shoulders, and make her always 
uneaſy, and conſequently peeviſh, fretful, and per- 
haps unhappy all her Life after. Let all her Enqui- 


ries be about Modes and Faſhions, and her whole 


Concern and Employment be Dreſs and Pleaſure, If 
ſhe has a pretty Face and Features, you muſt ſet off 
her Perſon with all the Finery the Milliner can in- 
vent, or your Ability purchaſe, as if ſhe was born 
only to be admired; and ſhew yourſelf pleafed when 
you hear any call her a ſweet Creature, a little Angel, 


Princeſs, &c. but little do they think what Gall and 
_ Bitterneſs are lurking in her Heart. She mult like- 


wiſe be inſtructed to Ee ep Company only with her 


Mamma and the Ladies who viſit her; that it is be- 


neath her to be familiar with Servants, which would 
teach her to be free and affable to all about her, which 
would wholly contravene my Deſign in the Method 


1 propoſe for her Education, which is, that ſhe may 


have ſuch conceited Notions of her own Superiority, 


s to abuſe and inſult thoſe whom ſhe has been taught 


EE are 
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are her Inferiors, and to conſider them only as her 


Slaves, and exiſting for no other End but to be at 


her Command, I have nothing to object to your 
ſending her to a Boarding-School; theſe Nurſeries 
here in England, generally produce me as fine Pupils 


as the Nunneries do abroad: There ſhe wil! learn 


the moſt faſhionable Licentiouſneſs as well in Words 


as Actions, and the gentreleſt Ways of ſhewing her 


Pride and Affectation. You muſt furniſh her with 
all Manner of Trinkets and Baubles, that by em- 


ploying her whole Time in them, ſhe may have 
none to ſpare for any nobler Purſuits. It makes me 


angry, when I fee Parents giving their Danghters 
what they call a complete Education, by initiating 
them in the Principles of polite Literature and the 
moſt uſeful Sciences; inſtructing them thar a modeſt 


and decent Behaviour will render them acceptable and 


agreeable to all; teaching them the moſt neceſſary 
Branches of good Houſewifry which may be of moſt 
Uſe to them in future Life; and teaching them as 
much Prudence and Diſcretion as their tender Minds 


are capable of: This Method, I ſay, does not at 


all . Purpoſe; and for that Reaſon I muſt have 
them act quite the Reverſe, To this End, it is my 
ſpecial Charge, that you give an unreſtrained Li- 
berty to all the Flights of the wanton Youth, Let 


not your Daughter do any fine Needle-work, for 


that may ſpoil her Eyes, nor any Thing elſe for fear 


of ſoiling her white Hands. Check not her Hu— 


mour or Fancy in the Curicuſneſs of her Cloaths 
however expenſive they may be, but- let her be as 


| fine, or finer then her Superiors. Thus you will 
make her a pretty Idol, a mere Inſigaificant, and fit 


for nothing but to gaze at, whatever Station of Life 
ſhe may afterwards come into; or elſe be a mere 
Tatler, a Goſſip, a Flutterer, or Scandal- Broker. 
Tou may like wiſe, at a proper Age, ſend her to a 

Dancing. 
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| Dancing-Schoo!, a Place which is often of ſpecial 
Service to me, by corrupting the Morals of young 
Ladies who go there. But I ſhall here add no more, 
but leave them to the Care of an Induſtrious Demon, 
whoſe Inſtructions you will find hereafter 
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Iuſtructions to YOUTH

T F the Inſtructions I have given in the preceding 
Diſcourſe have been exactly or pretty nearly ob- 
ſerved in thy Education, I may aſſure myſelf, my 
dear Pupil, thou art ſufficiently qualified to enter in- 
to my Service; I mult therefore deſire thy Attention 
while I conduct thee thro' the ſecrer Paths of Malice, 
Envy, Ingratitude, and Treachery ; I will alſo be 
your Guide, if you do but follow me, along the 
High-ways and more open Roads of Pride, Prophane- 
neſs, Debauchery, Violence, Faction and Rebellion. 
But all my Advice and Inſtructions will be to lit-

with the Spleen and melancholy Vapours. O! what 


Pleaſure it would give me to ſee thee following my 


Inſtructions, devoting thyſelf wholly to Pleaſure, 


and running the Courſe of thy Life, regardleſs of any 
Thing but the Fruition of thy Luſts ; that ſo when 


thou comeſt to cloſe the laſt Scene thereof in Death, 
J may put thee in full Poſſeſſion of thoſe exquiſite 


Enjoyments I have reſerved for thee in my King- 


dom: *Tis true, theſe Enjoyments ſome have repre- 
ſented as no better than weeping and wailing and 
gnaſhing of Teeth ; liſten not to ſuch terrifying Sug- 
geſtions, thrown out by my grand Adverſary mere- 
ly to frighten you from my Service; or if you find 
them making more than ordinary Impreſſion upon 


thy Mind, inſtantly baniſh ſuch unwelcome Thoughts 


by reflecting, that thou haſt yet a great many Years 
to come, and therefore need'ſt not fear to take thy full 


Swing, and enjoy all that thy Heart can wiſh, or 
thy Eyes delight in; it will be Time enough to re- 


nounce thy Pleaſures when thou canſt no longer en- 
joy them, and to repent of Sin, when old Age and 
Inſirmities may teach thee more ſober Reflections. 
Can'ſt thou find in thy Heart, when ſo many gay 
Pleaſures are inviting zuce into the World, to ſhut

thyſelf up in thy Cloſet, and employ thy ſprightly 


Mind in a dull, heavy Round of religious Duties ? 


This indeed may ſuit well enough with the gloomy 


Thoughts of a melancholly Conſtitution, to place 
- Happineſs in the Pleaſure which flows from the Con- 


ſciouſneſs of an upright Mind; Canft thou imagine 


that thy Creator ſhould place in thee Paſſions and 


Appetites, and give thee all Things richly to enjoy, 
and at the ſame Time reſtrain thee from the En- 


joyment of them? Or, can it be truely ſaid that 


thou enjoyeſt them, when thou art limited by the 
preciſe Rules of Reaſon and Religion? Leave ſuch 
muſty Leſſons to thoſe humble joyleſs Mortals, who 


have no Taſte for the Splendors and Gaieties of this 


World, whoſe Ambition carries them no higher 
than to the Proſpect of a future State; fuch indeed 
may well enough content themſelves to live within 


the narrow Bounds of Sobriety, Temperance, 


Chaſtity, Sc. Virtue is not fit for the Practice of 
thy juvenile Years; thy active Spirit ſcorns ſuch 


weak Reſtraints, and can eaſily o' er- leap thoſe nar- 


row Limits; it ſuits thee much better, like the Bee, 
to ſuck the Sweet of every Flower while it is in its 


Bloom, range thro' the enchanting Scene, indulge 


thyſelf at large, and never rack thy Thoughts about 
an imaginary Futurity. „„ 

Hitherto my Inſtructions have been in general 
Terms; I ſhall now give thee certain Rules how 
thou art to behave in particular Caſes. When thou 
art ſent to School, be ſure to play the Truant as 
often as thou haſt Opportunity, and herd with idle, 
raſcally, black guard Boys, wherever thou canſt 
find any at Play.

feſſedly ſuperior to thine, and whoſe Induſtry in the 


Purſuit of Learning has procured them the Favour 


of the Maſter, and whoſe Aﬀability and courteous 


Behaviour has gain'd them the Love and Eſteem of 


all their Companions ; let ſuch be the Objects of 
thy Malice, and endeavour by all the littly miſ- 
chievous Tricks you can invent, to ruin them in the 


good Opinion of their Friends; tell falſe Stories of 
them behind their Backs; turn every Thing you 


hear or know of them to their Prejudice, by put- 
ting wrong Conſtructions upon their Actions. Be 


active in ſtirring up Quarrels and Contentions in the 
School, by irritating the Lads one againſt another. 


Nor let tie Maſter eſcape thy Malice, but be con- 


tinually doing ſomething to diſturb him; and if he 


ſnould correct thee for thy Miſdemeanors, watch 
every Opportunity to be revenged on him; thus 
wilt thou be my dear Child, and my moſt lively 
Image. Whenever thou art among thy Compa- 
nions at Play, cheat them by all the little Tricks 
you can think oſ; make no Scruple of ſaying any 
Thing true or falſe that makes for thy Advantage 
and if thy Veracity is doubted, you may add an 
Oath or two to confirm it; and if 2 any one offends 
thee, - be it ever ſo lightly, load him with all the 
Curſes thy Tongue can utter; thus ſhalt thou be 
rank'd among my moſt accompliſh'd Re probates; 
a Character, I aſſure thee, very much in Requeſt 
among the Youths of this Age, If any one ſhould 
do thee a friendly Office, give thyſelf no Trouble to 
make a Retaliation, but forget it as ſoon as you 
can, and inſtead of returning Kindneſs with Kind- 
neſs, repay it with ſome Injury; but, if it ſhould 
handen, that thou art obliged, tho' for the _ 
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of thy own Intereſt or Reputation, to do a bene- 


ficial "AQ to another, be ſure neglect no Oppor- 
tunity of upbraiding him with it ever after, 

If a Neighbour officiouſly complain to thy Pa- 
rents or Maſter of any Miſchief thou haſt done him, 


for which thou ſuffereſt the Laſh, this I know will 
provoke thy Reſentment ; and you muſt ſtudy Day 
and Night till thou canſt think of ſome Method to 
be revenged on him to the full; to which End, let 


thy Spite and Malice never reſt, but be continually 

doing him ſome Miſchief or other. Follow my 
Example, whoſe Delight is to deſtroy and con- 
found all Order, Beauty rand Elegance; let it be thy 


utmoſt Endeavour to ruin and deſolate whatever 
_ carries the leaſt Reſemblance of any of theſe, Pur- 
ſuant to this diabolical Diſpoſition, if thou art in 


the Country, get among the Corn and Clover, 
trample it to the Ground; the more Miſchief thou 
do'ſt, the better Sport; and get as many * 


panions as thou canſt in ſuch Exploits, and glory i 
being their Head and Leader on ſuch 9 


And for thy Encouragement aſſure thyſelf, that 
thoſe Heroes who have been celebrated in Story, 
render'd themſelves famous by Atchievements that 
did the greateſt Miſchief to Mankind. Imitate 
their heroic Examples. If thoſe whom thou haſt 
injured by ſuch Practices, ſhould reſent it in an 
Manner, don't confeſs the Fault, and aſk Pardon, 


or promiſe to forbear doing the like for the future, 


much leſs ſhalt thou make any Reparation for the 
Injury done; rather aggravate the Offence by a- 


buſive Language, and Repetition of the ſame Crime; 
never think of leſſening, but rather of increaſing the 


Grounds of Complaint. Deſtroy whatever is of uſe 
to Mankind that thou canſt lay thy Hands on. 
Thou canſt not do me a greater Pleaſure than to ſee 
thee robbing Orchards, rooting up young Hedges, 


de- 
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| deſtroying Gardens, demoliſhing Flower - Beds, 
breaking off the Boughs of old valuable Trees, or 


cutting the Barks of thoſe newly planted, or of 
choice Fruit-Trees that they may wither away and 


die; poiſon Fiſh-Ponds ; choak up open Wells and 
Fountains with Dirt and Rubbiſh ; let it be thy 
_ greateſt Pleaſure to do all the Miſchief thou canſt to 


thy Neighbours. Deface or pollute every Thing 


thou ſeeſt others take Delight in. If any Nobleman 
or Gentleman in your Neighbourhood has em- 
belliſh*d his Parks or Gardens with curious Sculptures, 
omit no Opportunity to mutilate or impair them. 


But if thou ſeeſt any Thing among them remarkably 


beautiful, and peculiarly valued by the Owner, let 
that be the principal Mark to aim thy Miſchief at, 
that it may no longer afford the Spectator the 
harmleſs Pleaſure of beholding it, and that he to 


whom it belongs may be provoked to Rage 


and Paſſion; and to curſe and hate his whole 


Species, 5 1 
If thou liveſt in any large Town or City, thou 


wilt find Opportnnities enough of diſplaying the 
Marks of thy deſtructive Temper, on the public 


Buildings and beautiful Edifices that are in or near 


it; theſe thou may'ſt deface by breaking off the 


Corner Stones or other Decorations, whereby their 
Beauty may be blemiſhed ; for I have a particular 


Spite againſt every Thing that is grateful and mag- 
nificent, as it gives too great a Taſte of Happineſs; 


and I hope I ſhall find the ſame Temper in thee, 
If thou findeſt any curious Painting, foul it all over 
with Dirt; or ſce'ſt a Front of a Houſe newly de- 
corated, Palliſadoes finely wrought, Doors or Win- 


dows freſh-painted, let not a Night paſs without a 


Viſit from thy rvinous Hands. It gives me a val. 
deal of Pleaſure to ſee ſo many Inſtances of truly 
deviliſh Diſpoſitions in this great Metropolis; ang 
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1 MMM qrj]ſfä/ͤ : 
if thou wilt purſue the ſame laudable Methods, thou 
wilt gain my peculiar Favour. 
Thou art now, I ſuppoſe, arrived to the Age of 
about Fifteen or Sixteen, f will ſuppoſe too that 
> thou art the Son of ſome Nobleman or Gentleman; 
therefore, very probably, wilt be ſent to one of the 
Univerſities, the choiceſt Nurſeries of my moſt hope- 
ful Pupils, many of whoſe Governors are notorioul- 
ph my Servants, tho' they are diſguiſed in the Li- 
very of my Adverſary. How many have been ſent 
there by their Parents and Friends, with the full View 
of improving the Minds of the Youths in ever) 
uſeful Science, and in all Parts of polite Lijeratord, 
and of eſtabliſhing their Virtue by enlarging their 
Knowledge? But my conſtant Care has been to dit. 
apppint their Deſigns, by employing my fairhful A= 
gents whom I conſtantly. keep in Pay there, whoars 
perpetually ſeducing them to the Practice of almoſt 
every Vice; ſuch as Gluttony, Drunkenneſs, Whore- 
dom, Prophaneneſs, Swearing, and all other Debau- 
cheries. If any come there with diſſolute and de- 
bauched Characters, I never let them go away better 
than they came, but take the moſt effectual Methods 
to- confirm them in their wicked Habits ; ſo that 
when they return. to their Friends, they diſcover 
themſelves ten Times more the Children of Darkneſs 
than they were before. Perhaps thou do'ft imagine 
that the College is a Place of the ſtricteſt Diſci- 
line, and that thou muſt be. daily perplexing thy 
Brains with ſuch Exerciſes as are deſigned to improve 
thy Knowledge. But thou needeſt not be over ſoli- 
gitous about this; if thou haſt but an ingenious Ser- 
Vitor, he will. take the fatiguing Part upon himſelf, 
t the fame Time thou haſt the Reputation of it; 
pheſßdes, it is beneath a Gentleman, born to a hand- 
lome Fortune, to puzzle his Head wich the Lan- 
guages, Logick, Mathematicks, Philoſophy, Ge. 
$gregious Nonſenſe! fit only for Pedants, eg fuch as 
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intend to o make a Market of their Learning. Do thou 


ſpend thy Time more agrecably to thy own Incli- 


nations, and in the Evening ſummon thy Felle w- 
Rakes to thy own Apartment, or elſe go to theirs, 
vhere thou may'ſt be as merry as thou pleaſeſt over 
thy Bottle or a Bowl of Punch; toaſt the Health of 
thy Miſtreſs, get drunk, curſe the King, drink Suc- 
ceſs to the Pretender, 1 about three or four 0 
Clock in the Morning, when thou canſt _guzzle no 
longer, ſtagger to thy Chamber, and tumble into 


Bed; and if the Bell rings to Prayers before thou art 


up in the Morning, thou haſt nothing more to do 
than juſt to ſlip on thy Gown and Slippers, and go to 
Chapel, and when Service is over, away to Bed 
again; thy Servitor will mind thy other Affairs, and 
guard thy Reputation from any Blemiſh. By way of 
Diverſion, thou may'ſt ſometimes take thy Compa- 
nions out in an Evening, and range the Streets in 
Diſguiſe, knock down Men, abuſe Women, and 
breed Mobs and Riots wherever vou come; accom- 
pany with looſe Women, who, it's very probable, will 


give, you the foul Diſtemper, which, for want of 


Proper Remedies, or the Ignorance of ſome Empi- 


rick in applying them,. may "pack thee off into the 


other World; but give thyſelf no Trouble about that; 

I ſhall ooly have thy Company a few Years the 
looner: For ſhould'ſt thou be fo lucky as to eſcape 
this faſhionable Diſeaſe, yet the conſtant Irregularities 
of thy Life will ſoon end thy Days, ſo. that ſooner 


or later I am pretty ſure of thy Company, i in my in- 


fernal Manſions. But be that as it will, if thou doſt 
but tread the Path I have juſt mark*d out for thee 
in thy Youth, I need be under no great Appre- 
benſions of loſing thee tho” thy Life ſhould be 
prolonged to a very advanced Age; for as thy Days 
increaſe, 10 will thy vicious Habits be the more 
13 BY in all Likelihood wilt induce others 
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to follow. thy Example ; thus wilt thou raviſh my very 
Heart, and I will prepare for thee a peculiar Manſion 


in Hell, where thy Reward ſhall be proportion'd to 


the Merits of thy Services. 

When thou comeſt to the Univerſity, it's not un- 
likely but thou may*ſt be a ſober modeſt Youth, if 
this ſhould be the Caſe, I muſt uſe other Methods 
to bring thee on gradually into the broad Way. This 
I ſhall do by introducing thee into ſuch Company, 
and ſhewing thee ſuch Examples, as will ſoon obli- 


terate thoſe good Seeds of Virtue which had been 


ſown in thy Heart. At firſt indeed thou wilt be ſur- 
priz'd and ſhock'd to ſee a Place, fam'd for Learn- 
ing and Piety, abound with all manner of Impieties 
and Prophaneneſs: but as thou becomeſt familiar with 
the Perſons there, thy Horror will inſenſibly decreaſe ;

when both Money and Credit are gone, and they 
ſee thee conſiderably in Debt, they will then abandon

Convinc'd 
with theſe Refleftions, he tenderly embraced his 
Wife; aſſur'd her he was by her Conduct made a 
partei Convert, and all the Proof he could give of 
Sincerity was, to make their narrow Circum- 
ſtances as eaſy as poſſible, I am well repaid, my 
dear Rover, reply'd Amanda, for all that's paſt by 
this tender Kindneſs ; by what l' ve done I ſhall not 
| ſaffer at all, if it can only make you think that 1 
am worthy of your Love. Then embracing, from 
that Moment their mutual Happineſs begun; he 
had Gratitude to love her as the beſt of Wives, ſne 
had good Nature enough to eſteem him the beſt of 
Huſbands. Heaven was not long before it reward- 
ed ſuch a Reformation in him, and ſo much Virtue 
in her, Rover within the Year had an Eſtate of 
20001. a Year left him by a Relation, who was 
charm'd at his new Manner of Life, and a Son 
about the ſame Time given him to inherit it.

As to his Mi- 
niſters, let no Opportunity ſlip of inveighing a- 
gainſt them with all the Virulity your Malice can 
ſuggeſt; nor need you be afraid boldly to affirm, that 
from their ill Management alone proceed all the 
Evils under which the Nation groans. Whenever a 
publick Calamity is complain'd of, either in Time 
of War or Peace, lay it all at their Doors, which 
you may farther aggravate by roundly aſſerting, 
that they did or ſuffer'd this on Purpoſe, with the 
fole View of ſerving their own private Ends.

many Perſecutions for the Sake of their Faith, too 
long to be here recited. At length the Pope, 
WW farm, all Means ineffectual to bring them into the 
Boſom of his Church; reſolv'd if poſſible, to deftroy 
r them all at once. To this End, Innocent VIII. ſent 
y = ; Albert de Capitaneis, Arch- deacon of Cremona, into 
„Dauphin, where many of theſe People were ſettled. 
t CLapitantis deſired the Aſſiſtance of Hugues de la Palm, 
t Lieutenant of that Province, who accordingly levied 
Troops for his Service, and marched to the Places 

where the ſaid Albert told him any of the Waldenſes 
were, viz. in the Valley of Lovk Ard that the 
2 = Bufineſs might carry the Face of Juſtice and Equity; 

and to give the better Authority to their Proceed- 

Z ings, the faid Lieutenant took along with him a 

Counſellor of the Court, named John Rabot. Upon 
their Arrival at the faid Valley of Leyſe, they could 
meet wich none of the Inhabitants, with whom they 

might ſpeak, for they had all fled into their 24 
2X verns, in the Tops of the Mountains, having car- 

tied with them thither their little Children, and what- 
ever they accounted moſt precious and valuable, and 
proper for their Subfiſtence. The Lieutenant cau- 
ſed a great Quantity of Wood to be placed at the 
Entrance of the Caves and ſet Fire to it, ſo that 
either the Smoke by ſuffocating, or the Fire by 
burning them, conſtrained a great Number to throw 
themſelves headlong from their Caverns upon: the 
Rocks below; and were daſhed in Pieces. And 
if any. preſum'd to ſtir, they were inſtantly ſlain by 
the Soldiers. There were found within the ſaid 
Caverns four hundred little Children ſuffocated in 
their Cradles, or in the Arms of their dead Mothers. 

Above three thouſand Perſons, Men, Women and 
Children periſh'd at that Time, and indeed were 
wholly exterminated; ſo that that Valley was after- 
wards peopled with new Inhabitants, 4

I will give you one Inſtance more, out of Han. 
dreds that I could produce, of the Inhumanity of 
Generals when, employ'd to extirpate Hereticks. 
In the Year. 1545, the Preſident Opede, Governor 7 
of Provence, declared War both at Air and 
Mar ſeilles, againſt the Waldenſes reſident in that & 
Province; and the Troops being levied, and the 
five- Enfigns of the old Bands of Piedmont joined 
with them, the Army marched to Pertuis; the nekt 
Day they went to Cadenet, and two Days after the 
began to ſet Fire to the Villages of Chabriers, Pepin, 
la Motbe, and St Martin, belonging to the Sieur de 
Sental, then a Child; where the poor Labourers 7 
were ſlain without any Refiſtance, their Wives and 
Daughters raviſhed, Women big with Child mu- 
dered, without the leaſt Pity or Compaſſion. Several 
Women had their Breaſts cut off, and after their 
Deaths their poor Children were ſtarved, for Opede 
order d that none ſhould give them any Relief or 
Succour upon Pain of the Halter. They ranſacked, 
burnt and pillased every Thing they found in thole 
Places, and left none alive, but thoſe whom 1 
reſerved for the Galleys. Opede then ants his Mt 
Troops to burn the Villages of Lormarin, Ville 
Laure and Trezemings, on the other Side of the 
Durance. At his Arrival at Merindol, he found no 
Body. there but a young Lad, named Moriff Blanc, a 
very ignorant and ſimple Man, who had ſurrender'd 
himſelf to a Soldier, with a Promiſe of two Crown 
pieces for his Ranſom. Opede finding no Body to 
exerciſe his Rage upon, paid the Soldier ten Shil 
lings, order'd the young Man to be bound to a 
Tree, and ſhot to Death with Harquebuſſes, ang 
commanded the Village, conſiſting of about 200 
Houſes, to be pillaged; burnt, and razed. There 
yet remained the Town of Chabrias ſurrounded with 
Walls, which ther were battering down with 
12 can- 


= 11 9 
eeannon Shot. The poor People, who were ſhut 
up therein, to the Number of about 60 Peaſants, 
told them, that they need not employ ſo much 
Power and Pains to batter them down, ſince they 
vere ready to open the Gates to them, and alſo to 
leave both the Place and Country, and to go to 
Geneva, or into Germany, with their Wives and 
Children, leaving all their Goods behind them, only 
deſiring that a ſafe Paſſage might be granted them. 


The Lord Chabriers interceded for them, that their 


Cauſe might be decided by a Courſe of Juſtice, 
without Force or Violence; but Opede getting into 
the Town, commanded the Men to be brought forth 
into a Meadow, where he cauſed them to be hewed to 
Pieces with Swords; the valiant Executioners tryirg 
their Manhood and Dexterity in cutting off of 
Heads, Arms, and Legs. He cauſed the Women 
to be ſhut up in a Barn full of Straw, and Fire to be 
put to it, where many Women big with Child were 
burnt, Upon which a compaſſionate Soldier having 
made a Place for them to creep out at, they were 
repulſed into the Fire with Pikes and Halberts. 
Others, who were found hidden in Caves, were 
= brought into the Caſtle-hall, where they were moſt 
barbarouſly murder'd and maſſacred, in the Preſence 
of Opede. As to the Women and Children that 
Veere found in the Temple, they were expoſed to the 
Bands and Ruffians of Avignon, who ſlew about 800 
Perſons, without Diſtinction of Age or Sex. In the 
mean Time, the Reſidue of the Inhabitants of Me- 
rindol, and other Places, were purſued by Opede and 
his Army through the Rocks and Mountains, an 
forced to great Extremities and Diſtreſs.

*Z begged him to give them Leave to retire to Geneva, 
with the Remainder of their Wives and Children. 
Hie replied, that he would ſend them, with their

= which may be tranſlated Secretary of War, or Pay- 
== maſter of the Army; and he was afterwards a Sort of 
= Prime Miniſter under the Emperor Claudius. 

In the Infancy of his Fortune, he was accuſed of 


trary to the Duty of his Office; and being convicted 
of it, was expell'd the Senate, and baniſh'd Italy; 
but Tiberius did not think this Puniſhment ſufficient, 
| and 


ſuaded that all Complaints and Murmurs which the 


ſign to abridge thy Prerogative ; by which Means

and therefore order'd him to be in an Iſland; which 
the Emperor inſiſted upon with ſo much Warmth 
and Earneſtneſs, that he ſwore the Commonwealth 
could not be ſafe without it. This Severity was cen 
fured for the preſent, eſpecially by his own Friends 
and Partiſans; but it afterwards turn'd to the Ho- 
nour of his Judges, when Suilius return'd to Rome 
in the next Reign ; for, in a ſubſequent Reign, his 
Country beheld him, as Tacitus obſerves, in the

Height of Power, following the ſame Arts of Cor- 


ruption, long engroſſing the Favour of his Prince, 
and as conſtantly abufing it. 

Io ſuch abandon'd Practices he ow'd his Riſe, as 
well as his Continuance in Power; for tho? he was 
eſteem'd a pretty good Speaker, he was in many 
other Reſpects very deficient ; but thoſe Defects 
were ſupply'd by an inexhauſtible Fund of Impu- 
dence ; inſomuch that as he made no Scruple of 
ſtooping to the moſt infamous Methods of getting 
Money, ſo he did not bluſh to avow it; ridiculing 
in his Speeches to the Senate all Sentiments of Vir- 
tue and Magnanimity; imputing the moſt heroic 
Actions of others to intereſted Motives; making a 
Jeſt of Reputation, or the Love of Glory; and in- 
decently boaſting of the Retail of his own Talents for 
Acquiſitions more ſolid and valuable. He was not 
even aſhamed to compare the Proſtitution of his 
Voice in the Senate, to getting a Livelihood by 
War, Trade, Huſbandry, or any other Profeſſion. 
As he had been publickly branded with Corrup- 
tion himſelf, he made no Scruple of ſcreening De- 
linquents in the ſame Way ; and, when it ſuited his 
Purpoſes, betray'd thoſe who had brib'd him to de- 


fend their Cauſe. Of this, Samius, an illuſtrious 


Roman Knight, was a melancholy Inſtance ; for 
giving Suilius an exorbitant Fee for that Purpoſe, 
and finding himſelf trick'd, he fell upon his Sword 
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'W In the Houſe of his perfidious Advocate. Theſa 
4 onrußt and moſt abominable Gains were ſtiled by 
im the Perguiſites of Peace, but Cain Suilius, the 
Conſul elect, more juſtly: call'd them tbe Wages of 
BP roftitution, and expoſed them to the Senate in > ſach | 
55 lang Colours, that they were going to paſs a De- 
* eree againſt them; but Suilius and his Aſſociates, 
urho found the Storm ready to break upon them, 
Emplored the Emperor's Protection in the meaneſt 
| Manner: and as ſoon as they had obtained it, inſulted 
"= the Senate in that ſhameleſs Speech before mentioned. 
ye ſame vile Principle, which prompted him to 
ſcreen the Guilty from Puniſhment, ſpurr'd him on 
to ruin the Innocent, by clandeſtine Intrigues, and 
falſe Informations: for whoever diſappointed his 
Mea ſures, or excited his Jealouſy by their ſuperior 
Abilities, were ſure to be repreſented at Court as 
diſaffected to the Government; by which Means he 
| procured the Diſgrace of the greateſt and worthieſt 
Men in Rome; but by theſe Means he likewiſe be- 
came univerſally odious; and his deteſtable Projects 
co fill his Maſter's Coffers, as well as to gratify the. 
| Empreſs in her ambitious Schemes, united the Re- 
ſentment of all People againſt him. v 
At length we find him impeach'd, in the next 
; Reign, of accumulated Crimes and Malverſations, 
ſupported by a Multitude of Witneſſes; particularly, 
4 his making People deſperate by his violent Proceed- 
Ines, and procuring the Ruin of many great Perſons. 
He did not pretend to deny the Facts with which he 
was charged, but at firſt attempted to bully his 
it es, and reproached the great and good Seneca, 
J whoſe Adminiſtration he was brought to Ju- 
bee, with Envy and perſonal Reſentment againſt 
him for his ſuperior Capacities: From whence it 
4 25 appears that he was no Friend to Learning 
ba ok which he uſed to call inſignificant 
8 8 Studies, | 
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Studies But theſe Reproaches upon Seneca, being 
nothing to the Purpoſe, he endeavoured to juſtify 


himſelf, likes moſt bad Minifters, by throwing the 
Blame of all upon his Maſter, whoſe Orders in every 
Thing he obey d. The Falſhood of this Plea being 
detected by the Emperor himfelf, his laſt Recourſe 
was to the Commands of the Empreſs, Meſſalina; 


which was likewiſe rejected as a frivolous Defence; 
and the Senate came to the following wholeſome 


Reſolution; that, the Minifters of bad Meaſures, who 

have received the Reward of their Iniquities, ought 
to be puniſh'd, however they may attempt to father 
their Iniquities upon others. . 

By their Decree he was condemn'd to perpetual 
Baniſhment in the Balearic lands, now called Ma— 
Jorca and Minorca, His Eſtate was forfeited, ex- 
cepting what he had previouſly ſecur'd to his Fa- 
mily, or was ſetled upon them by his Relations. 

The general Indignation againſt the Father had 
almoft proved fatal to his fon Nerulinus; who, 


during the Heat of the Trial, was accuſed as a 


Sharer in his Rapines ; but this Proſecution was 
dropt at the Interceſſion of the Emperor, who 
alledged that publick Juſtice was ſufficiently avenged 
on the Father. 

As for the old Man himſelf, we are told that he 
brazen'd it out to the laſt, and having ſav'd his Life, 


as well as fome Part of his Eſtate, he was ſo far 


from having any Remorſe for what he had done 
againſt his Country, that he ſpent the laſt infamous 


Debauchery y. 

It. is plain from this Narration, that the s 
Paſſion of Suilius, was an inordinate Love of Money, 
which put him upon all Ways of getting it, how- 
ever bed and deteſtable; ſuch as Bribery, Cor-

The Impunity and even Countenance which theſe 
ðAaC Practices met with at Court, for ſeveral Years to- 
gether, encouraged others to raiſe themſelves by the 
Fame Methods; for Tacitus obſerves, that Mul- 
titudes are ready to follow ſo profligate an Example; 
$ and that the Emperor having center'd all Power in 
I the Crown, open'd an ample Field for Rapine and 
Pepredation. And tho' Suilius was at laſt puniſh'd, 
in a Manner far inferior to his Demerits, the venal 
werter which he had ſow'd with ſo laviſh an 
Hand, could not be rooted out of the Minds of the 
T People, but ended in the total Subverſion of the 
| ener Empire. 
Since we are got ſo far into the Roman Hiſtory, 
give me Leave to take Notice of two or three great 
Favourites in the Reign of Claudius Cæſar. 
© CSuetonius tells us, in the Life of that Emperor, 
that two of his principal Miniſters, were Narciſſus ab 
Epiſtolis, and Pallas a Rationibus; that is, his Se- 
eretary of State, and Chancellor of the Exchequer. He 
likewiſe informs us that, once upon a Time, the 
Emperor complaining of the Emptineſs of his 
Treaſury, an arch Wag jocularly reply'd, hat he 
could never want Money, if Narciſſus and Pallas

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could be ſo good as to take bim in Partner with 
3 Abem. 
= Narciſſus, a Freeman, raiſed himſelf to ſuch a 
Pegree of Power, that having ſuborn'd a Couple of 
= Harlots to accuſe the Empreſs Meſſalina, and find- 
ing his Maſter beginning to relent, he order'd her 
to be executed by his own Authority. He after- 
wards made an Attempt upon her Succeſſor Ari p- 
pina; but failing 1 in that, ſhe was amply revenged 
pon him in the next Reign, and cauſed him- £4 
veriſn n miſerabliy in a Priſon.

Pallas was a Man of che flirts” honourable Ex. 4 
traction, tho' he had the Vanity to boaſt himſelf | af 
deſcended from the Arcadian Prince of that Name, 
celebrated by Virgil.

will have no Leiſure to obſerve the Steps you take,

Governments of the Colonies and Plantations, and 
many other Ways you may invent to diſtreſs them. 
Remember likewiſe, that Men of Worth, Learning 
and Integrity are your worſt Enemies, becauſe they 


will be always bringing your Actions to the Teſt of 


- Reaſon and Juſtice; to ſuch therefore you muſt ; 
bear an irreconcilable Antipathy ; ſuffer none of 
them to come near you, nor to occupy any Poſts of 
Honour or Profit, for they will not only be Spies 
upon your Actions, but will never heartily give you 
their Aſſiſtance in carrying your Schemes into Ex- 
ecution; eſpecially if ſuch Schemes have not appa- 

rently the publick Good in View, much leſs if they 


have a manifeſt Tendency to the Prejudice of the 


Nation; and ſo far will they be from lending you

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of the Nation, the Encouragement of Trade and 
Enlargement of Commerce, erecting new Manu- 
factures, and protecting the old ones from Encroach- 


ments and Depredations, a rigorous Diſtribution of 
Juſtice, Sc. and ſeem violently eager in every 
Meaſure tending to promote the Happineſs of your 


PFellow Subjects; theſe muſt be your Pretences, but 


let them be no more than Pretences, ſpecious only 
to cover your latent Purpoſes ; for your Practice 
muſt be juſt the Reverſe, the Treaſury and Ex- 
chequer will be always open to you, which you may 
plunder with .a large Hand; if any Noblemen or 
Gentlemen have render'd themſelves obnoxious to

By your Agents and Correſpondents 
in foreign Courts, you may by your Intrigues, em- 
broil neighbouring Kingdoms one with another, and 
ſet Princes at variance; nay, you may go farther, and 
threaten even your Sovereign, that you will ſhake his 
Throne, whenever he offers to controul your Proceed- 
ings, or makes any Attempt to call you to Account 


for your Enormities, or menaces you with the Loſs 


of your Place. Do all in your Power to promote 
Luxury, Licentiouſneſs, Indolence, Intemperance, 
among all Orders; to which Purpoſe nothing will 
more contribute than the introducing and encourag- 
ing the Cuſtoms, Faſhions and Manners of foreign 
Countries; you know whatever has the Air of No- 
velty catches the Fancy, and is more eagerly em- 
brac'd than any of your home-bred Cuſtoms how- 


ever rational and well founded; beſides which you 


muſt procure from abroad a Cargo of Singers, 
Dancers, Muſicians, Sc. The People muſt likewiſe 
be indulged in the Imitation of their Neighbours 

L in 
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in Balls, Maſquerades, Aſſemblies, Entertainments, 


Modes of Dreſs, Sc. and when you have doz'd 


them into a State of Lethargy, and they are wholly 


taken up with their Diverfions, you will find but 
little Difficulty in working your Engines for the De- 
| ſtruction of their Rights, "Liberties, Privileges, and 


Properties, and of whatever is dear to them, with * 


the Spoils of which you will enrich yourſelves. 
Never think of looking back, or amending what 
has been amiſs, but proceed in the fame Courſe, un- 
dermining the State, "betraying your Sovereign, and 

oppreſſing the People, *till ſome others, envying 
your Height, and ambitious of attaining the ſame, 


ſhall undermine you, trip up your Heels, and jump 


over your Head. Then you ſhall tumble down 
with much greater Celerity than you made your 


Advancement; and when you are got again into 


your primitive Obſcurity, you may amuſe your- 
ſelves with the pleaſing Reflection on your paſt 
Glory, and the Name you have rais'd yourſelves ; 
you will likewiſe have the . e Profpect which 

you may promiſe yourſelves, from the Smiles and 


Careſſes of the whole Nation, eſpecially of thoſe 


who by your Adminiſtration have been actually 
ruin'd, or brought to the Brink of Deſtruction; and 


when you have finiſh'd your Courſe of Glory upon 


Earth, whether upon a Scaffold, as is moft pro- 
bable, or peaceably in your Bed, which is moſt 
unlikely, I will entertain you with the Heart-chear- 
ing Hopes of the magnificent Rewards which ſhall 
be heaped upon you without Meaſure on your En- 
trance into my Kingdom. _ 

But before I conclude this Chapter of Inſtructions 
to Miniſters, which I could enlarge to a Volume, 
give me Leave to illuſtrate what I have already 
advanced by ſome Inſtances and ee which

I have collected from ſome Authors who have 
written particularly on this Subject. 
Biſhop Burnet (in his Hiſtory of the Reform ation) 
T7 ſpeaking of K. Henry VIII. upon his Acceſſion to 
ZZ the Throne tells us, That his diſgracing Empſon 
and Dudley, who had been the evil Miniſters of 
c his Father's Deſigns in filling bis Coffers, his 
== <«< appointing Reſtitution to be made of the Sums 
t that had been unjuſtly exacted by the People, and 
e his ordering Juſtice to be done on theſe rapacious 
” < Miniſters, gave all People Hopes of happy 
« Times, under a Reign which begun with ſuch an 
Act of Juſtice; that had indeed, more Mercy 
« in it than thoſe Acts of Oblivion and Pardon, 
« with which others did uſually begin.” 
The Truth of this Obſervation (ſays other 
Writer) is fully evinced by the whole Courſe of our 
Z Hiſtory ; which ſhews, that moſt of thoſe Princes, 
who put it in Practice, reign'd ſucceſsfully, at leaſt, 
on a not gloriouſly ; whereas thoſe, who took a con- 
rary Method; have generally been both unfortunate 
— inglorious. I ſhall only mention Henry I. Ed- 
ward III. and Henry VIII. of the firſt Sort; and 
Edward II. Richard II. and Charles I. of the latter; ; 
whoſe different Fates are ſufficient to put this Point 
beyond all Diſpute. 
It ſometimes happens, that a Prince is ſo far 
= engag'd in Meaſures, which he finds to be wrong, 
that he is quite at a Loſs how to extricate himſelf ; 
but if he ſhould be providentially work'd out of his 
Difficulties, when he had the leaſt Reaſon to expect 
it, he would certainly take ſuch an Opportunity of 
eſtabliſhing himſelf in the Hearts of his Subjects, 
by giving up his evil Counſellors to Juſtice, and 
not run the Hazard of being in the ſame diſho- 
nourable Circumſtance, by truſting the Reins of Go- 
vernment in their Hands again. 
= . 2 | But 
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But as it is aire! to ſuppoſe that an odious Mi- 
niſter will leave no Stratagem untry'd to divert his 
Maſter from ſuch a Reſolution, it cannot be im- 
proper to examine the Arguments, that are com- 


monly made uſe of, upon theſe Occaſions, and we 
ſhall find them all to be founded on the Miſappli- 


cation of good e or the Diſguiſe of bad 


ones. 


For Inflance x as Steadineſs, or Reſolution | in the 


Purſuit of right and Juſt Meaſures, is certainly a lau- 


dable Quality in a Prince; this is nevertheleſs a never 


failing Topick, in the Mouths of ſuch Men, againſt 
any Alteration of any of his Meaſures, or his Mi- 
niſters, however wrong the former may be, or in- 
famous the latter; and becauſe ſome wile Princes 
have been juſtly celebrated in Hiſtory, for ſupporting 
their Miniſters againſt any Oppoſition, they infer 
that it is always impolitick in a Prince to regard 
the Complaints of his People, and repreſent it as a 


Mark of Flexibility, beneath the Dignity of a great 
Prince. Thus do they confound Steadineſs with 
Obſtinacy, and a fickle wavering Mind with a 
rational Diſpoſition to correct his Conduct, when- 
ever he finds it erroneous ; whereas nothing in Na- 
ture is more oppoſite; nor is there a ſtronger Mark 
of Weakneſs in a Prince, than to prefer the private, 
ſelf-intereſted Whiſpers of a Miniſter, or a Fa- 
vourite, to the loud and open Complaints of a 
whole People. 

Thus when Richard II. took the Seal from an 


| honeſt Chancellor, for refuſing to put it to an 


exorbitant Grant, which one of his Favourites had 
obtain'd, and gave it to another fit for his Purpoſe; 
we are told by Rapin, that this Action was mightily 
cry'd out by his Favourites, as an Inſtance of the 
King's Steadineſs ; tho? it was ſo diſpleaſing to all 
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1 
entirely loſt their Confidence and affection. K. 
Charles I. was flatter'd, no doubt, in the ſame 
Manner for continuing the D. of Buckingham, his 
Father's deteſted Miniſter, againſt the frequent Re- 
monſtrances of Parliament, and the general Cries of 


his People, which created the firſt ill Blood againſt 


that unhappy Prince; and in theſe Days have been 
Perſons weak enough to aſſert, and others as weak 
to believe, that all his ſubſequent Misfortunes were 
owing to a Want of Reſolution in giving up the 
Earl of Strafford; tho' it's demonſtrable that they 
were occaſion'd by nothing more than his obſtinate 
Support of that perfidious Miniſter, till he was com- 
pelled to yield; which took away the whole Merit 
of it. The ſame Perſons have likewiſe been ve 

ſevere upon K. Charles II. for ſacrificing ſo faithful 
a Servant, and honeſt a Miniſter as the E. of Cla- 
rendon, to popular Reſentments. I ſhall readily 
ſubſcribe to this good Character of my Lord Cla- 
rendon in general, but I am afraid we ſhall not agree 
entirely about Particulars ; for tho? the Sale of Dun- 
kirk, (in which he does not ſeem to be entirely 
clear) with ſeveral Malverſations in his Office, both 
as Chancellor and Prime Miniſter, were the pre- 
tended Reaſons on which the Parliament proceeded 
againſt him; it is well known, at this Time, that 
the ſecret Motive of the King's violent Reſentment, 
which procur'd his Downfal, aroſe from a Diſcovery 
that he had defeated a Project, in the firſt Honey- 
moon of the Reſtoration, tor ſettling ſuch a Revenue 
upon Him, during Life, as would. have made him 
abſolute Maſter of the Liberties of England. 

In order to confirm a Prince in this falſe Notion 

of Steadineſs, he is told that giving Way to popular 
Humour, can have no other Effect than to en- 
courage Faction; that, if he ſteers by ſuch an un- 
certain Compaſs, he will have nothing elſe to do but 
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ange his Miniſters, as often as che giddy Mul. 


is not only a general Argument in Favour of Mi-

To others I have given ſuch a Spirit of 
Covetouſneſs that the Deſire of Money engroſſes 
their whole le Souls; they add Living to Living, and 
Benefice to Peneher, are continually gaping after 
Pluralities, Sine, Cures, Commendams, 22 and 
like the inſatiable Horſe-Leach, never ceaſe crying 
give, give! Such of you who are ſo unhappily cir- 
cumſtanced, that you have little or no Proſpect of 
riſing to any Preferment, yet are willing to enjoy 
Life as well as your Betters, hearken to me, and if 
you will follow my Advice, you ſhall paſs your 
Time agreeably 770 0M To you therefore let me 


recommend the Pleaſures of the Bottle and Glaſs, 


boon Companions, a pretty Charmer, and the re- 
galing your Appetites with the moſt luxurious De- 
ficacies. As for you who are juſt beginning to exer- 
ciſe the ſacred Function, it is well known, that 
thro' the indefatigable Pains I have taken during the 
Courſe of your Education, as well at School as at the 
Univerſity, and in private Academies, to bring you 
into my Meaſures, Nineteen out of Twenty turn out 
accompliſh'd Rakes, ped: antick Fools, or ſtu pid Block- 
heads. O what a plentiful Harveſt am I like to reap 
from Seeds that thrive ſo well in my Ground! What a 
pleaſing Proſpect have I when I furvey this hopeful 
1 e of hopeful Youths, who are intended to 
combate my Wiles and Stratagems in the Decep- 
tion of Mankind, and guide Men in the Way to 
4 Heaven, who are themſelves in the Broad Road to 
my Dominions! If ſuch be the Shepherds, well 
fare the Flocks committed to their Charge. Little 
Occaſion ſhall I have to invent Ways and Means to 
keep Mankind in Subjection tO me, when thoſe who 
M2 are 
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are ſet to be their Teachers and Inſtructors in their 


ſeveral Duties, and to guide them in the Paths of 
Truth and Virtue, revolt to me, and promote my 
Intereſts with more Spirit and Vigour than the moſt 
zealous of my profeſſed Friends. Methinks I can- 
not but congratulate myſelf on the wonderful Succeſs 
of my matchleſs Cunning ; nor am ] leſs pleas'd to 
ee my Kingdom enlarg'd, and that of my Adver- 
ſary's not a little diminiſh'd. I could once boaſt 
that the whole Kingdom was, by the Aſſiſtance of 
the holy Brother- hood, held in conſtant Subjection 
to me for the Space of ſome hundred Years, I mean, 
while Popery prevail'd here. Thoſe were glorious 
Times indeed] when the Prieſts were as much at my

pous Proceſſions. I will divert you with an Ac- 
count of a very odd Adventure that happen'd at 
one that, not many Years ſince, was made by the 
Brother-hood at Marſeilles in France, 
The Monks, in order to celebrate a Proceſſion in 
a very grand Manner, built an Altar in the Street 
to repoſe a Shrine, which was carried thro' the 
Town; they rais'd a Kind of Dome, ſupported 
by Pillars of Wood, and wreath'd with Boughs ; 
under this Dome was form'd the Grotto hung With 
Greens, in which they were to place the Figure of 
St. Mary Magdalen, but that it might have a near 
Reſemblance with the Original, they undreſs'd a 
young Virgin of fifteen Years of Age, and put her 
in a Poſture to repreſent the expiring Saint; ſhe . 
ain 
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ain on a Bed of graſs Turf, and her Hair was fo 
artfully diſpos'd, that few Places of her Body were 
left naked and expos'd to the Eye of the Beholder. 
This animated Statue was charged to lie ſtill with- 
out Motion, *till the Ceremony was over. The 
*X Proceſſion in ſhort defiled before the Altar; but 
"XZ when the Biſhop in paſſing by, was going to reſt 
the Relicts of this Saint for ſome Moments, the 
Statue forgetting the Part ſhe was to act, and touch'd 
*Z with a Fit of Devotion, ſtarted up, and put herſelf 
on her Knees in her Grotto before the Shrine. Her 
fine long curled Locks which cover'd her Body, fell 
FX down behind her; and the Damſel remaining in the 
pure State of Nature, offer'd to the Sight of the 
2 Spectators, ſuch lively Beauties, as appear'd nothing 
like thoſe of a dying Saint. The Biſhop a truely 
pious Prelate, was really ſcandalized at the Imper- 
tinence and Folly of the Monks, and, to puniſh 
them for having executed ſo ſtupid a Project, inter- 
dicted the Community, and was fo provoked at 
what they had acted, that it was a long Time be- 
fore he would reſtore them the Powers he had taken 

from them. „ CL 5 
B Thus you ſee what numberleſs Numbers of Mor-

Z utmoſt Fury; in vain I employ'd all my Cunning, 
n FX try'd every Stratagem, and practis'd every Art to 
o overthrow it; for the more it was oppreſs'd; the 
UF more it grew, increas'd and flouriſh'd, But tho? I 
could not prevent its Eſtabliſhment, yet in Time, 
and by Degrees, I in ſome Meaſure ſucceeded : For

made him appear, at leaſt in the Eyes of the People, 
but little inferior to the Deity himſelf, And when 
I had work'd up a Spirit of Superſtition in the 
cus Heck Ne e 
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people, and unt them to be pleas'd with the 
outſide Shew and Pomp of Religion, it was eaſy 
enough to recommend an Obſervance of all Manner 
of Ceremonies how trifling and inſignificant ſoever 
they were, and thus by ſetting them to hunt after 
the Shadow, they ſoon loſt the Subſtance of Reli- 
ion.

Place both in theſe Kingdoms and ſeveral others, 

However, I prevail'd ſo far with the new Re- 
formers as to retain many of the Corruptions which 
had been before eſtabliſn'd; and glad I was even 
of ſo ſmall a Pittance, tho I loſt ſo large a Part of 
my Dominions. 
Thus my dear F riends, you ſee what Streights I | 
have been driven to, what Difficulties I have met 
with in endeavouring to keep a little Footing among 

you, And now, alter all this, I am again alarmed

more Regard to my Intereſt than to admit the leaſt 
Amendment or Alteration in its preſent Conſtitution z 
ſtick faſt by the Church eſtabliſh'd 1n its fulleſt La- 
titude; permit no Innovations under whatever Colour 


or Pretence they may be recommended; rail at, 


abuſe and vilify thoſe who offer to purge it of its 
Impurities; let me rouze your Indignation againſt 
all ſuch medling Reformers, and with the fiery Zeal 
of true Bigots, rigorouſly maintain every Rite and 
Cuſtom of the Church, how ever trifling, inſigni- 
ficant, or indifferent it be. If the civil Power ſhould 
be at your Command, or durſt not refuſe to co- 
operate with you, (which you muſt endeavour by all 
Means to bring to paſs) you will be then at full Li- 
berty to carry your Cauſe with an high Hand, main- 
tain it with Fire and Sword, and by ſuch Arguments 
eſtabliſh the MANNER in which you are reſolv'd to 
have your worſhip perform*d. As you are the Rulers 
of the Church, aſſert your Authority, and courageouſly 
maintain the Right you have receiv'd from me 
of ſuffering none to go to Heaven but ſuch as walk 
exactly in the Track which you have mark'd out for 
them; if any ſhould be ſo preſumptuous as to deny 
the Doctrine of the Trinity as contain'd in the Athas » 
naſtan Creed, burn 'em alive; ſuffer none to live 
on the Earth who ſhall refuſe to kneel at the Sacra- 
+ ment; excommunicate thoſe who ſhall be ſo au- 
dacious as come into the Church without putting 
their Hats before their Faces; perſecute and torment 
without Mercy all that will not bow at the Name of 
Jeſus, or turn towards the Eaſt, or who diſſent in 
the leaſt Punctilio from the eſtabliſh'd Rules which 
70 in your lordly Wiſdoms have preſcribed. Tho? 
1 am not at all pleaſed with the little Zeal you ſhew 
in theſe Matters, yet you gratify me in another

Indolence. and Forbearance to reprove People for 
their irregular and diforderly Lives, encourage them 
in their Wickedneſs, and to act their Impieties 
openly and without Shame, As to you of the in- 
ferior - Clergy, you can't do better than to imitate 

your Superiors, ſo far as your Power and Influence 
will permit; make but little Account of, or but 
ſlightly reprove the moſt notorious Offences againſt

your. Notice; but pronounce Anathemas and Exe- 
crations of all Kinds againſt, and conſign over to the 
Pit of Hell, any who ſhall break through the im- 
poſed Rules and Canons of the Church 
- You my dear and reſpected Friends, who are 
happy in the Favour of the Great, whereby you 
have procured yourſelves Benefice upon Benefice, and 
Livings in Abundance, can you, who may live at 
your Eaſe, find in your Hearts to ſubmit yourſelves 
to the Labour and Toil, of preaching in but one of 
thoſe Pulpits, tho' it be but for half an Hour once in 
a Week? Take my Advice; there are Numbers of 

poor Clergymen, who are ready to ſtarve for want 
of Friends to help them to ſome little Preferment ; 
ſome of the pooreſt and meaneſt of theſe you may 
make Choice of for your Curates, who will be glad 
of any little Pittance for a Maintenance. But per- 
haps one of greater Worth and Merit, who for 
Want of Friends to ſollicit his Preferment, is oblig'd 
to the Neceſſity of accepting any Thing that offers; 
if ſuch an one applies to you, you muſt deal with 
him in the ſame Manner as you do with others who 
have no one good Quality to recommend them; you 
muſt ſcrew him down to ſuch low Terms, that his 
Income ſhall not be ſufficient to ſupply him with the 
Neceſſaries of Life. 
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As to this laſt Claſs of the Clergy, I have a Word 
more to ſay to them. I know your Situation is hard 
enough, and ſo would I bave it be; becauſe it will 
_ cramp your ſprightly Parts and enterprizing Genius, 
in the full Exercife of which I have too much Reaſon 
to expect ſome notable Foil; and your neceſſitous Cir- 
cumſtances will not only prevent you from furniſhing 
yourſelves with the Means of Improvement, bur 
perhaps force you to do ſuch Things as may be in- 
conſiſtent with your Character. Thus, if you ſhould 
happen to be appointed a Curate to ſome Jazy in- 
dolent Incumbent, or procure a ſmall Living to 
yourſelf, it may be ſome Gentleman of your Con- 
gregation may be ſo taken with your Manner of 
preaching, that he will invite you to his Table, and 
make you very welcome; this Man, poſſibly, may 
be a very wicked and debauched Liver; in which 
Caſe you mult be very careful to give no Offence by 
reproving him, or offer to preach againſt thoſe Vices 
of which he is notoriouſly guilty ; for if you do, 
depend upon it, I will take Care that you ſhall 
not only loſe his Favour, but your Curacy too; if 
he is a good Man, it's great Odds, but he has ſome 
- peculiar Humours, which however fooliſh or incon- 
venient they may be, you mult ſtudy to pleaſe and 
fall in with, or the Conſequence co you will be the 
ſame as 1n the former Caſe, Thus, by my Manage- 
ment, your Virtue and Integrity ſhall be fo far from 
being of any temporal Service to you, that they 
Hall be the greateſt Impediment to your Preferment, 
and hinder that kind and friendly Entertainment 
which the Sacredneſs of your Character might entitle 
you to among Men of Wealth and Fortune; for, 
tho' you know your Duty, and are ready and will- 
ing to do it, yet I will ſo contrive the Matter, that 
you ſhall either ſacrifice every honeſt Principle, or 


ſtarve 
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ſtarve with a good Conſcience. Some of you may 
have the good Fortune to be put into a Country 
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Vicarage by a Nobleman, Knight, or Squire, in whoſe 
Gift it is, which if you will keep unmoleſted, you 


muſt be content to be the Dupes of your Patrons. 


But if you ſhould happen to be his Chaplain, and if 
he is of a merry and facetious Turn, you muſt ſtoop 


to be the Droll to make Diverſion for him and his 
. Jovial Companions, and be the ſtanding Butt for 
their Jeſts and ſarcaſtic Wit; your Reſentment ſhall 
ſignify nothing; and if you preſume to reprove their 


Follies, vou ſhall have their Laugh more ſtrongly 


turn'd againſt you, or incur his and my high Dis- 
pleaſure ; rather, if you deſire to enjoy your Living 
in Peace and Quietneſs, you muſt flatter and fawn 
upon him, praiſe his Faults as if they were ſhining 


Virtues, and admire, at leaſt pretend to do ſo, his 


very Failings. If you carefully follow theſe Inſtruc- 


tions, and heartily eſpouſe my Cauſe, it will produce 


the Effect I deſire, and I ſhall ſoon have the Plea- 


ſure of ſeeing the whole Pariſh at my Devotion, 


baniſhing from their Minds all Love of Virtue, and 


extinguiſhing every Spark of it wherever it had 


made any Appearance before; deſtroying every Prin- 


ciple of Honeſty, Generoſity, Benevolence and 


Charity; and ſpreading an univerſal Degeneracy, 
and Diſregard both to Religion and Morality every 


where round about you, to my inexpreſſible Satis- 
faction, and the great Increaſe of my Family. But 


if you ſhould prove refractory, and fo blind to your 
own Intereſt, as not to regard the Rules and In- 


ſtructions I have here given you, you will have the 


 Misfortune to be ſtripp'd of your Living, or turn'd 
out of your Curacy ; and when you find it im- 


practicable to live by your Divinity, turn Orator, 


in Imitation of that precious Diſciple of mine, who 
' being baulk'd in his Expectations of riſing in the 


Church, 
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Church, has rail'd at the Biſhops ever ſince, and 
ſanctifies the Sabbath by exhibiting Lectures of Buf- 
foonery every Sunday Evening near Js Inn; 
a Wretch whoſe Merits, whatever he may boaſt of 
himſelf, could not procure him a Living in the 
Service of his God, and therefore I took him into 
mine, and I muſt own he has employ*d his Talents 
exceeding, well in the Support of my Kingdom. | 

O ye Tribe of Levi, how ſerviceable may you be 
to my Intereſts, and that without taking much Pains 
about it? I need not tell you that reading Prayers 
and Preaching is your Trade, it is the Means of your 
Subſiſtence, and if it be done, it's enough, it's no 
Matter in what Manner you do it. You may loll 
over your Book with a careleſs Indifference; hurry 
over the Service with as much Haſte as a Schoolboy 


does his Leſſon, not minding the Pauſes where the 


People are to follow you; for the ſooner you get 
to the End of it, the ſooner you will finiſh your 
Taſk. During the Reſponſes, you may loll upon 
one Elbow, take Snuff, and let your Eyes roll over 
the Congregation, not ſo much to ſee whether the 
Worſhip be performed with due Order and De- 
corum, or whether the People obſerve that Re- 
verence that the Solemnity of the Place and Oc- 
caſion requires, but merely to gratify your Curioſity, 
or a worſe Paſſion, in viewing the prettieſt Faces, 
Sc. among them; the People ſeeing the Levity of 
your Behaviour, and how little you are affected with 
Devotion, will imagine, that no more is required 
of them than to go thro' the external Forms 
of Religion. When you mount the Pulpit, which 
ſhould be done with a becoming Gravity and Dig- 
nity, inſtead whereof, aſſume you an Air of Pride 


and Stiffneſs. Such of you as are Maſters of more 


Learning, and have acquired a more extenſive 
Knowledge than the reſt of your Brethren, have a fine 
O Opportunity 
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Opportunity of diſplaying your Abilities in the Pulpit; 
there you may ſhine as Orators of the firſt Claſs, 
and adorn your Sermons with all the Flowers of Rhe- 
torick, which, however, muſt be more in the Fineneſs 
of Language than in the Energy of Perſuaſion ; let 
the Greatneſs of your Learning rather appear in diſ- 
cuſſing Controverſies and Diſputes about the Mean- 
ing of ſome particular Words and Phraſes, the Sig- 
nification of which, if you happen to hit upon the 
right Senſe, is of no Manner of Importance to the 
Hearers 3 you tell them very gravely, that the 
original Hebrew has it thus, but that in the Septuagini 
you find it carry a different Senſe, and different ſtil} 
in an Arabic Copy which you have ſeen, and at the 
ſame time reciting the Words or Phraſes as they are 
read in thoſe Languages; and when you have ſo done, 
vou may give them your own Opinion, and your 
Reaſons for it, which you think are concluſive. This 
will raiſe in the People a wonderful Idea of your vaſt 
Erudition ; they will think it impoſſible that a Man 
of ſuch profound Learaing and one ſo well ac- 
quainted with the oriental Tongues, can be wron 
in any Point of Religion, and will implicitly believe 
every Thing you advance, Then it is that you may 


do me Service; for if you have any Opinions that 


do not exactly ſquare with the Orthodoxy of the 
Chriſtian Faith, how eaſy is it for you to confirm 


your Notions, by wreſting Texts of Scripture to 
your Purpoſe ? Or if you have any favourite Vices 


of your own to palliate or excuſe, by giving a wrong 


Senſe of ſome Paſſages of Scripture, and torturing 
others till you make them ſpeak your Mind, you 
will not only leſſen the Heinouſneſs of your own 
Crimes, but furniſh others with Arguments for com- 
mitting the ſame, As for ſuch of you as are content 
with the common received Notions, and dwell only 
on the Surface of Things, let your Sermons be com- 


poſed

poſed of a Heap of dull heavy Stuff, without Senſe | 
or Connection, which I would have you read over 
with as little Life and Spirit as there is in your Diſ- 
courſe, and at the End of it you will find one half 
of your Congregation afleep. „ 
Once more; I earneſtly entreat you of the Clergy 


who have any Regard for my Intereſt, that you 


will avoid as you would the Plague, and as Perſons 
who are my utter Averſion, ſuch of your Brethren 

as you obſerve employ their whole Time and Study 
to be as ſerviceable as they can to Mankind, both 
in their publick Stations and in their private Capa- 
cities; and in particular, take eſpecial Notice of the 
Character of the Perfon whom you well know by 
the Deſcription I am going to give of him, Fa, 
let your Behaviour and Actions be exactly the Re- 
verſe of his, — Obſerve him while he is performing 
the divine Offices, fee the deep Attention in which 
the People are fix'd his graceful and devout De- 


— 


meanour ſtrikes them with Awe and Reverence ; he 


reads the Prayers, or rather prays with ſuch a Deli- 
beration and Feryency as becomes one who is the 
Mouth of the Congregation in their Addreſſes to God, 
and in a Manner ſuitable to the Condition of frail .. 
Creatures humbling themſelves in the Preſence of 
their Omnipotent Creator; and ſo great is the Ef- 
tect of his pious and unaffected Behaviour on the 
Minds of the People, that they all join him as it 
were with one Heart and with one Voice. The 
whole Drift and Purport of his Sermons is to warn 
Sinners of their Danger, and the dreadful Con- 
ſequences of continuing in the preſent Courſe of 
their Impieties; to inſtruct the Ignorant in the 
Doctrines of Truth, convince them of their Errors, 
and to lead them in the Way to eternal Life; and 
to confirm the Wavering and Weak in the Choice 
of the moſt ſubſtantial Good, by Motives deduc*d

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from the Conſideration of their future Happineſs, 
His Expreſſions are ſo well choſen, and his Senti- 
ments of ſuch Weight, as to make the deepeſt Im- 
preſſion on the Minds of his Hearers, and he de. 
livers them with ſuch a gracious, and yet majeſtic | 
Sweetneſs, that he gains the Favour of his Audience, 
and, as it were, commands their Attention to what 
ever he ſays; they believe him to be ſincere, and Þ 


that what he offers to their Conſideration eds 1 


from his Heart, and therefore are the more readily Þ 


inclin'd to comply with whatever he recommend 
to them as their Duty; and as his Diſcourſe is utter. 
ed with an Energy becoming Truth, and with Ar-. 


guments unconteſtable, it ſtrikes home to the Con- 


feiences of Sinners, nor are Unbelievers able to gain- 1 
' fay or withſtand the Force of Conviction it carries, 
with it. Nor is he barely content with feeding the |?

Such is his known Integrity, that People of al 3

fenders themſelves, convinc'd of their Errors, con- 
feſs the Juſtice of his Sentence. Whenever he hears |

ſpreads Peace throughout the Pariſh, and endeavours | E 
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to unite all in one genera] Friendſhip. Nothing 
affords him a greater Pleaſure than when he has an 


Opportunity of ſaving a Family from Ruin, either 
by wholeſome Advice, or lending them Money In- 
tereſt ( 
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tereſt - free, and thereby enabling them to follow 
their Buſineſs with Credit. His Charity is ſo exten- 
Ave, and Benevolence ſo univerſal, that nothing 
but Prudence and a neceſſary Regard to his own Fa- 
mily, ſets Bounds to his Good-will. His eaſy and 
chearful Temper, and affable Behaviour find him 
an agreeable Reception wherever he comes, and he 
is reſpected and beloved by all who have the Hap- 
pineſs of his Acquaintance; even the Libertine and 
noiſy Reprobate, ſhrink back into themſelves, and 
are ſo over-aw'd by his Preſence, that they durſt not. 
utter any Thing offenſive to his Ears. Malice itſelf, 
however buſy in maligning and aſperſing the Cha- 
racers of others, can find no Room for Defamation 
in him.

As you profeſs a more than ordinary Sanctity, it is 


neceſſary that you appear externally extreme formal 


and preciſe; but when you are got behind the Cur- 
raing or in Company with your Aſſociates or Inti- 


mates, throw off the Diſguiſe, and give yourſelves 


ap. to thoſe Liberties which the carnal Man is fond 
Let your publick Worſhip be drawn out to 
as great a Length as you poſſibly can make it, to 


convince Mankind of the great Pains you take in 
the Salvation of Souls; from whence I ſhall rea 


this Advantage, that it will make every Body elſe 


weary of Divine Worſhip. In your Prayers imitate the 


Example of my old Friends and Allies the Phariſees, 
let your Petitions and Repetitions be as numerous as 


you can make them ; thus the younger Part of your 
Congregation will be JulPd aſleep, and the reſt be 
farced to employ their Eyes and their Thoughts on 
ſome other Objects, in order to cure themſelves 
of that Drowſineſs which your tedious Devotions

2 lkewiſe fill your Sermons with Invectives againſt all 
2 other Parties and Denominations of Chriſtians what- 
ſoever, but exalt your own to the higheſt Degree, 
2 and affert it as an unconteſtable Truth, that no Sal- 
2 vation can be obtain'd out of the Pale of your par- 
2 ticular Church; the fame Prejudices you ſhould in- 
til into your young Heaters, who very probably 
will preſerve thoſe narrow Principles as long as they 
ue. 

Pleaſure I behold this Nation ſplit into ſuch a Num- 
der of Factions, Sects and Parte, which I take 


By fuch Methods as theſe it is, that with 


par- 
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particular Care to keep alive by fomenting Ani- 


moſities between them, and ſtirring up Quarrels 


among them about Things of but ſmall Concern 
either to their ſpiritual or temporal Welfare. The 


Church ſhall pour out her Anathemas againſt all 
who are not of her Communion, calling them He- 
reticks, Schiſmaticks, and Enemies to the true Ca- 


tholick Religion, and therefore not to be tolerated, 
as being manifeſtly Enemies to Chriſt the Head of 
the Church. The Preſdyterians ſhall ſpit their Ve- 


nom againſt all Church-Authority and Government ; 


ſhall rail and rave againſt Archbiſhops, Biſhops, 
Deans, Prebends, and other Dignitaries of the 


Church, declaring that thoſe Diſtinctions are con- 
trary to the Deſign and Inſtitution of Chriſt and his 
Apoſtles, and that thoſe who join with them can- 


not be in the Road to eternal Life. The Baptiſts 


pronounce all ſuch in a loſt Condition who were 


only ſprinkled with Water in Baptiſm, or negle& 
to be baptized when they come to Years of Matu- 


rity. The Quakers ſhall ſtop up the Road to Hea- 
ven againſt all who don't wear a ſlouch'd Hat, or 


have a ſuperfluous Button on their Coat, or who 


cannot ſhew ſome Evidence of the Working of the 
Spirit within them. The Trintarians, out of their 
abundant Zeal, ſhall pronounce thoſe to be of a 


very unſound Faith who do not believe the God- 


head of Jeſus Chriſt, nay, ſhall conſign over ſuch 
to everlaſting Puniſhment who hold the contrary 

Doctrine: Their Antagoniſts, no leſs furious in their 
Zeal, ſhall affirm, that there is no Place in Heaven 


allowed to thoſe who are ſo preſumptuous as to 


think that Chriſt is equal to the Father. The Me- 
thodiſts ſhall bar the Way to the Paradiſe of Heaven 
to all thoſe, who do not firmly believe that the Blood 
of Chriſt is alone ſufficient to waſh away all their 


Sins, and make them holy, and confidently declare 


thoſe 
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thoſe to be in an unregenerate, and conſequently 
in a damnable State, who ſer the leaſt Value upon 
good Works. Thus while each Party is violent in 
the Defence of its peculiar Notions, and fiercely 
contends about Words and Faith, I will ſlily ſteal 
away from them the very Subſtance of Religion, 
and leave them nothing of all that is Praiſe-worthy 


in Chriſtianity ; nor will I ever interrupt them in 
their Quarrels and Contentions about the Shadow 
of it. 


You who are the Leaders and Pendler of the 
Sect laſt- mentioned, you need not be afraid of any 


; Interruption from me; don't imagine that I ſhall 
be in the leaſt offended with you, fo long as I ſee 


you fo immoderately zealous in propagating your 
religious Opinions, or fo long as your Zeal is en- 
thuſiaſtic. I give you free Leave to ſtrike the Paſ- 
ſions of your Hearers, ſo long as you make no Ap- 
plication to their Underſtandings, nor endeavour 
to rectify their Judgments by rational Arguments, 
nor puriſy their Aﬀections by ſetting before them 


the Deformities of Vice, There is a great deal 
depends on modelling your Voices to a proper 
Pitch; let them be ſtrong, and you muſt raiſe 


them by due Degrees, as you fee the People af- 
fected ; let your Sermons be ſtuff'd with rapturous 


Expreſſions and O's in abundance ; let Chriſt! the 


Love of Chriſt ! the Riches of Chrijt ! be the conſtant 


Burden of your Diſcourſe, and be frequently re- 


peated with a pecullar Emphaſis ; you know by 
Experience what a ſurprizing Effect it will produce 
in the Minds of the attentive Audience; and as 
you perceive their Affections riſing, elevate your 


Voice ſtill higher, at the ſame Time throwing out 


your Hands, with other Agitations of your Body, 


you will gradually wind up their Paſſions to the 


higheſt Pitch of Tranſport; in which Poſition you 
P muſt 
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muſt ſtrive to keep them till their Spirits, no longer 
able to ſupport ſo high a Strain, flag at once and 
fink down in a Groan, which, by Sympathy runs 
| —thro' the whole Aſſembly; like Thunder, which | 
rattles, cracks and breaks on every Side of you, $ 
| till it rolls away with the Clouds in a diſtant | 
| Grumble. In your Exhortations you muſt be very 
urgent in preſſing upon them the Neceſſity of feel- 
| mg the irreſiſtible Workings of the Spirit within 
them, and the powerful Operations of regenerating 
Grace in their Hearts, without the moſt fenſible 
.Demonſtrations of which, they are in the high Road 
to Damnation; which Workings of the Spirit 
mult be patiently waited for and duely attended to; 
but that thoſe who have theſe Aſſurances, and can 
f give ſuch Teſtimonies of the awakening and enliven- 
ing Effects of the Spirit, have the certain Tokens 
that their Names are regiſter'd in the Book of Life, 
and have an indiſputable Title to the heavenly In- 
heritance : The Conſequence of theſe your bold Af- 
firmations will be, that ſuch of your Followers as 
, are of a weakly Conſtitution, or of a melancholy 
Tarn, and unable to bear the ſtrong Impreſſions which 
the Vehemence and Earneſtneſs of your Diſcourſe 
makes upon their Minds, will fall into Deſpair; as 
imagining, from their Inability of producing ſuch 
Evidences of their Regencration, that they are 
deſtin'd by the Omnipotent to everlaſting Miſery, 
and that whatever they do to obtain his Favour will 
be to no manner of Purpoſe. On the other Hand, 
-- thoſe whoſe Imaginations are more lively and alert, 
and whoſe Concepti ons arg, more eaſily fill'd with 
bright Ideas, will readily interpret thoſe Agitations 
they feel in their Minds, while they are hearing ſuch 
bleſſed Words flowing from your Mouths, to be 
the Effect of heavenly Light darting into their 
Souls ; thus being fully pertuaded that they are 3p 
the 
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the Number of the Elect, and that they are the pecu- 


liar Favourites of Heaven, they ſecretly ſcorn and 


deſpiſe all the World beſides ; theſe are the Perſons 
who, notwithſtanding their great Pretences to Ho- 
lineſs, I play my Arts upon with Advantage, eſpe- 
cially thoſe of the Female Sex, who make up the 
far greater Part of your Aſſemblies, and who being 
more eaſily captivated with the Speciouſnefs of your 


Doctrine, I deceive them with Viſions, Dreams and 
ſtrong Deluſions, filling their Minds with Pride apd 
Self. conceit, making them ill-natured, mean, ſelfiſh 


and indolent, inſpiring them with Notions of your 


high Worth, and that they cannot be too liberal to 


Men who were the Inſtruments of Heaven in bring- 
ing them into ſo happy a Condition, tho? they mult 
know, that at the ſame Time they are thus bounti- 


ful to you, they are robbing and ruining their own 


Families, if they have any; if they have not, they 


are ruining themſelves, partly by that, and partly by f 


loſing ſo large a Portion of their Time, in long 


Viſits to pious Friends, in ſpiritual Confabulations, 
attending private Societies, in Faſting, Prayer, Sing- 
ing, Sc. Such Sort of Meetings I adviſe you to 
encourage all you can, for they contribute very 


much to the promoting of my Intereſt; for while 
they are thus ſpending their Time in what they 
imagine to be the higheſt Acts of Devotion, they 
neglect the moſt neceſſary Duties and moſt important 
Concerns of Life. Another Conſequence of Ad-

Siſters, Daughters to a Gentleman of ſome Eminence, 
in the County of Salop, who was poſſeſſed of a fair 
Eſtate in that Country, and deſervedly eſteemed by 
all his Neighbours.

It was then they left her to the Freedom of her
